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A proposition is being discussed in 


the east to have the government pur- 
chase and own the railroads of the 
country. The adv ocates of the meas- 
ure allege that the money stringency 
has affected transportation to such an 
extent that the receipts of many roads 
have fallen off fully one-third per cent 
and some of them have been placed in 
the hands of a receiver The greater 
part of the stock of theho roads is held 
in New England and the loss in divi- 
dends and threatened ruin is rapidly 
changing sentiment in that section in 
favor of governmeiit ownership of rail- 
roads us well as for free coiuage of sil- 


ver.

indebtedness of the roads, which is 
estimated at two-thirds of their value, 
and Msuie legal tender or silver notes 
for the other third. It is claimed that 
the issuance of treasury or silver notes 
would afford immediate financial relief 
and inaugurate a period of prosperity 
unparalleled m the history of the 
world 


George f. Wash burn of Boston, who 


ia an earnest advocate of Populist 
principles, favors government control 
of railroads. The roads need not all be 
purchased at once, but gradually, so 
that the i&suauce of treasury or silver 
notei would not cause any great shotk 
in the money market. He claims that 
the plan would not antagonize ex- 
isting railroad interests and if the gov- 
ernment owned all railroads west of the 
Mississippi Ihey would bo distributive 
rather than competitive to eastern 
roads 
They could be used to move

have the matter brought before con- 
gress 111 the shcipe of u bill.

about all that they are worth and moie 
th<iii it would L-o^t to duplicate them 
According to the statements made by 
lailrond otKcwls the Central Pacific 
can be built from the foothills of tho 
Sion a across tho desert and up the 
Hiimboilt valley at tin average cost of 
$9,000 per mile 
The Union Pacific, ex- 


cept where it crosses the Kooky mount- 
ains, could be duplicated for less The 
government is responsible for the pay- 
ment of bonds issued to construct 
these roads to tho extent of $16,000 per 
mile in the valleys, $32,000 per mile in 
the foothills and 1*18,000 per mile in the 
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boitas) and pay ihe interest due on 
them and alao redeem first mortgage 
bonds for equal amounts per mile be- 
fore it can own them. That wil 1 make 
it rather expeuBive to the government, 
but aa the government means in reality 
the people, if it owned the roads it 
would carry freight and passengers at 
cost and in that v.ay the people would 
be benefited 


It lias been charged, and everything 


indicated that the 
charge is) well 


founded, that the railroads control the 
government and tor a change it might 
bo advisable to have the government 
own tho roads, as they could then do 
the transportation busineso of 
the 


country at actual cost, as the state of 
New York, which owns the canals, does 
iii that state. This would insure cheap 
rates and enable producers in the in- 
terior to get their supplies from and 
transport their products to the sea- 
board at actual cot (•. There is no ob- 
jection to government ownership of 
railroads, however, and that is the party 
in power when the change is made 
could perpetuate that power, as every 
railroad official -n ould, like the present 
federal oincials, use their influence and 
their votes in its favor. This objection 
might be overcome to a great extent by 
extending the civil service regulations 
to railroads so that, perhaps, on the 
whole the country would be benefited 
by having the government, which is 
now controlled by the railroads, own 
tho railroads 


by the Country. Therd ure stacks of 
silver bullion in the treasury that 
could be coined to relieve the strin- 
gency and the dollars into which 
ithis bullion could be manufactured 
are in demand. 


It has been alleged that there is a 


conspiracy to completely demonetize 
silver and the course of the treasury 
department in suspending silver coin- 
age and not resuming it when silver 
coins are in demand and the treasury 
ciinnot supply that demand indicates 
that the allegation is well founded. 


IT looks very much as if all the real 


silver men in both houses of congress 
who place free coinage above party and 
defy the caucus mandates of the gold 
men, intended to unite and make a de- 
termined flght for silver. Bland, Bry- 
ant, Bowers, Calberson and others 
seem to favor such a union, and it will 
probably result in the organization of 
a national silver party. Bland says 
there will be many a scalp taken by 
the people before the flght is over.

The president says in his message 


that the secretary of the treasury can- 
not piiy silver dollars for treasury 
notes issued in payment oi bullion, 
when gold is demanded, as tne clause of 
the act of 1890, which declares it to be 
the policy of the United States to 
maintain the parity of the two metals, 
deprives him of discretionary power in 
the matter 
At the same time the 


secretary refuses ts redeem greenbacks 
which are payable in gold or silver 
coin in silver dollars for which there is 
great demand at present. The reason 
why the public who ask for silver dol- 
lars cannot be accommodated is that 
there are no silver dollars iu the treas- 
ury that can be used to redeem green- 
backs. A short time ago the secretary 
of the treasury issued an order sus- 
pending tho coinage of standard dollars 
on the ground that there was no de- 
mand for that kind of money. Now 
that much abused coin is in great de- 
mand in the east as well as in the west 
and the government cannot supply the 
demand for the reason that every 
standard dollar is in actual circulation 
or represented iu circulation by silver 
notes 
Congressmen who favor silver 


should ask the goldmen to explain why 
the mints are not set to work to coin 
silver dollars te supply the demand. 
All admit that more money is needed 


The Gold Press Commend It. 


LONDON, August 9.—In firmness of 


tone and uncompromising thorough- 
ness of policy, Cleveland's message will 
fully meet the expectations of the coun- 
try. 
Chaplin's and Balfour's argu- 


ments are practically answered from 
the other side of the Atlantic. The 
president lets the fanatics down easily, 
suggesting that although perhaps a 
larger place claimed for silver in the 
world's currency may be brought about 
by general international co-operation, 
the United States will not gain a hear- 
ing whilst trying to bring about the re- 
sult single-handed.—Daily News.

Cleveland's plea for the repeal of the

monthly silver purchases would imme- 
diately end the crisis is not easy to an- 
swer. We are not inclined to reply 
off- 


hand in the affirmative. If the Ameri- 
can people show as much faith in their 
currency when the watering ceases as 
they did in the first two years of silver 
purchases, the effect of the repealing 
of the Sherman act may be immediate. 
There is more reason for such faith 
now than three years ago.—Financial 
Nens. 


If international 
bimetallism had 


been brought about, the reason is that 
the balance of advantage or disadvant- 
age is dead against it.

They Meet iu Caucus nud Adopt Resolu- 


tions. 


WASHINGTON, August 9.—A caucus 


composed exclusively of free coinage 
members of congress, presided over by 
Culberson of Texas, adopted the follow- 
ing resolutions: 


Hesolced, That we will support a bill 


repealing the purchasing clause of the 
Sherman act concurrently providing 
for the free and unlimited coinage of 
silver, with full legal tender quality, on 
such ratio as will provide and maintain 
a parity between gold and silver; be it 
further 


Re solved, That a committee of seven 


be appointed by the chairman of this 
conference to draft and introduce such 
bill and take proper steps to secure a 
full and free discussion and considera- 
tion thereon, and a vote of the house 
upon the bill and all proper amend- 
ments. 


The committee appointed in con- 


formity with the resolutions consists 
of Bland, Sibley, Boatner, Lane, Bank- 
head, Bryan and Baile. Culberson, as 
chairman of the committee, was after- 
wards added.

A Nevada lady Spealts for the Debased 


Metal. 


EDITOR NEVADI STATE JOURNAL:—Per- 


mit me, through the columns of yonr 
able journal, to express a few ideas on. 
the all-absorbing theme of to-day, sil- 
ver renaissance. The remonetization 
of silver is a problem that should enlist 
woman's, thoughts aa well as those of 
man. 
There has baen no age in the 


history of our glorious republic that 
demands the co-operation of energy 
and intelligence as much as the present. 
Now is the acceptable time for the ful- 
fillment of the "golden prophesy" of 
woman s advancement, if we wish oar- 
selves and succeeding generations to 
enjoy the benefits of the great political 
millenium. Woman's intent in the 
economic and industrial progress of 
the human family is identical with that 
of man. If man is elevated, she enjoys 
her pro rata of the advantage; if ha be- 
comes poverty-stricken and crowded 
out of his progressive course in life, 
she has to suffer the disadvantage. 
Therefore, can the women of the "Great 
Silver West" any longer afford to be 
idealized as a household pet, or lux- 
urious darling and silver down to 
seventy? No, she must by her practi- 
cal co-operation in all problems that 
oncern the welfare of the common- 
wealth prove herself the real help meet 
of the present century in genera], and 
che silver problem in particular. Since 
silver, and all that is requisite in trans- 
forming it to a metallic condition, is 
the natural resource of the Silver West, 
we should consider the utilization of 
this benificence to human intelligence 
and human comforts part and parcel of 
the divine plan of world progress. 


A review of the growth and power 


of woman's intelligent influence makes 
us appreciate the effect on national 
character in this, or previous ages. By 
the mighty power of the pen revolu- 
tions have been consummated, king- 
doms trad even empires subverted, and 
the course of civilization, enlighten- 
ment and iudustrial progress turned 
into new and more expanding channels. 
The mighty power of the pen effected 
the much needed reforms in England's 
national and religious life during the 
15th and 16th centuries. The mighty 
power of the pen made possible the 
French revolution; and the last, 
though far from being least, the influ- 
ence of a single book, Uncle Tom's 
Cabin, (from the pen of a philanthro- 
pluc woman) upon the destiny of our 
country cannot be over-estimated. It 
certainly hastened the public mind to 
the conclusion that slavery must be 
abolished—though it does seem that 
by wisdom and legislation the bitter 
struggle might have been avoided and 
the beniflcent result effected by less 
unfraterual means. 


This enunciates the parallel problem 


in oar politics of to-day. The negro, 
by wise legislative enactment, was de- 
clared a free citizen in '65, and the free 
itizens of the Great Silver West (to 
particular; by the clandestine legisla- 
tion which demonetized silver in '73, 
was enslaved, in a financial point of 
view. This may be strong language for 
a woman to employ, bat |who can hon- 
estly claim that the omission of the 
silver dollar from the statute was not 
a legislative crime either by commis- 
sion or omission. If it were the latter, 
why do the monometalists so persist- 
ently oppose the correction thereof. 
Their attitude proves conclusively that 
if they were not cognizant with the 
original plot, they evidently became 
stockholders and directors of the re- 
sult, and, as a matter of course, are 
determined to perpetuate their invest- 
ment. Viewed from any standpoint, 
their intent was covertly to change the 
money standard of the world, and they 
have thereby committed a crime against 
the people of the world that has no 
precedent. 


Economists tell us, from nothing, 


perhaps, has mankind in all ages suf- 
fered so much as from bad or adverse 
monetary regulations. Stability in 
money is the first thing to be desired; 
and the greatest possible stability has 
been attained when valuation rests on 
two metals—gold and silver—instead of 
either separately, because the valuation 
of any commodity rests on the law of 
upply and demand. 
Geologists are agreed that the future 
upply of gold from the mines is nec- 
ssarily a limited and waning one, but 
he supply of silver is more to be de- 
ended upon. This hypothesis proves 
hat by the divine economy of things 
lilver should be equal with gold as a 
medium of. exchange. Hence silver 
advocates only ask an inherent right 
when they ask for the restoration of 
silver to that standard which for so 
many years has been accepted as the 
settled policy of the world. Glancing 
'ar back into the history of the human 
'amily we learn that silver was the 
medium of exchange among the ancient 
Egyptians and Israelites, gold being 
used for ornaments; but as they pro- 
gressed they found it necessary to 
adopt both silver and gold, because of 
their similarity in quality and indis- 
truotibility, they termed them the 
"precious metals." 


The ethics that caused Washington, 


Jefferson and Hamilton to vest the 
money volume on two metals rather 
than on one are as potent to-day as 
when the constitution was framed. In 
consideration of these facts, shall the 
women of Nevada silently submit to 
the oppression cast upon us by clan- 
destine legislation? 
No! no!! noil!

The great Bait lake at Obdorak ia 9 


miles -wide and 17 milee long, yet except 
in a few places it is solidly roofed over 
•with a deposit of salt which is getting 
thicker and thicker every year. 


Oar guide, who ia an old man, Bold 


that he could remember when the salt 
crystals first began to gather upon the 
surface of the water. Year by year, 
owing to the evaporation of the water, 
the crystals became more numerous and 
then caked together till this great roof 
formed. 


In 1878 the water beneath this salt 


crystal roof found an underground out- 
let into the River Obi. This lowered the 
lake's surface about three feet, leaving 
that distance between the water and the 
roof. 


Looking down through one of the 


openings made for the purpose in the 
roof, we saw a low sided email boat. 
Our guide put us one at a time into the 
boat. We lay flat on our back and 
looked up at the curiously beautiful salt 
ceiling overhead. We propelh^d the boat 
by pushing with our hands against the 
irregularities of the roof. 


The guide held a long rope attached to 


the boat to prevent our going too far and 
getting lost—a thing he said it was easy 
to do. 


Many springs surround this lake. 


Their water flows over the roof and 
evaporates there, and thus continually 
adds to its thickness. After many years 
the springs will probably become choked 
with their own deposits, and then the 
whole will gradually become covered 
with earth, and so a great salt mine will 
bo formed—a 1 tea sure for the Siberians 
hundreds of years to come.—Cor. Geo- 
graphical

Nominations to all stakes must be made to 
the Secretary on or before the 1st day of 
September, 
1893. 


Entries for the running purses must be 
made two days preceding the race, before B 
o'clock i', M. 


Those who have nominated in stakes must 
name to tho Secretary iu writing which they 
will start the day before the race at 0 p. u. ' 


Horses entered in purses can only be drawn 
by consent of the judges.

In making entries for purse races, the 
name, age and sex of the horse, and the 
weight aud colors of the rider must be given. 
After ti horse has run once at the meeting, 
the name of the horse, with the weight to bo 
carried at the race is sufficient. 


In purses and stakes, three horses of differ- 
ent interests to enter und start or the race 
may be declared off !,y the executive com- 
mittee. 


In all free for all running races, except 
handicaps, and where other stipulated con- 
ditions do not conUict with tills rule, all 
horses that have not won before September 
1st, will )xi allowed ten poutuis, and all horses 
that have won prior to -September 1st shall 
carry five pounds over scale weight. 


Ten per cent, entrance to ail races unless 
the conditions otherwise stipulate, and must 
be paid prior to weighing the jockey out. 


Where there if more than one entry by one 
person, or in one interest, the particular 
horse they are to start must be named by « 
p. u. of the day preceding tho race. 


No added money paid for a walk-over. 
Entries to all Trotting and Pacing races 
close September 1st with the Secretary. 


All Trotting and Pacing purses divided at 
the rate of 60, 30 and 10 per cent. 


All Trotting and Pacing races ar» the best 
three in five, unless otherwise specified ; five 
or more to enter and three or more U> start 
but the Board reserves the right to hold a 
less number than five to fill, by the with- 
drawal of a proportionate amount of the 
purse, which shall be divided prorata. 


Iu all two in three races horses not winning 
one heat in two must go to the stable; aud in 
all three in five races horses not winning one 
heat in three must go to the stable. 


The Board reserves the right to trot heata ' 
of any two classes alternately if necessary to 
finish any ciny's racing, or to trot a special 
race between treats. 


When IASS than the required number of 
starters appear tiisy may contest for the 
entrance itionoy, to he divided as follows 
66% to the first and 83% to the second. 


In dividing purses no horse shall receive 
more than one money. 


At the discretion of the Board, and without 
notice, the entries of any person may be re- 
fused.
